‘A Stitch in Time’ 


An exhibition of Samplers from 
1760 to the present 


10th June - 30th Sept. 


How many people today find it a 
struggle to sew on a button or darn a 
sock? Quite a large proportion of the 
population! This new exhibition 
demonstrates the beautiful and intri- 
cate needlework done by people in 
the past. 

The Museum has a wonderful col- 
lection of samplers. The girls who 
made them come alive for us today 
because they stitched their names and 
ages on them. Some of them were as 
young as nine and came from local 
villages, like Melbourn and Comb- 
erton. 

Samplers were originally made in 
the 16th century as a means of copy- 
ing different 

stitches for reference, but had be- 
come more elaborate by the 18th cen- 
tury, often including verses and pic- 
tures. Victorian samplers are often 
decorated ‘with colourful alphabets, 
as many were completed by girls at 
school to demonstrate their sewing 
skills. 


Curator of the Folk Museum, 
Cameron Hawke-Smith, says: ‘Ev- 
eryone will be astonished by the 
quality of the craftsmanship and the 
design of these examples. Weeks of 
work, often by candlelight, went into 
these simple pictures in thread.’

MARS Safer Villages 
HALL Award 1999. 


The Marshall Safer Villages Award 
was launched last year and won by Will- 
ingham. Entries are now invited to cel- 
ebrate and reward new community 
safety initiatives throughout South Cam- 
bridgeshire. 


The award is sponsored by the 
Marshall Group of Companies, sup- 
ported by the Cambridge Evening News 
and organised by the South Cam- 
bridgeshire District Crime and Disorder 
Partnership Group (a partnership be- 
tween South Cambridgeshire District 
Council and Cambridgeshire Constabu- 
lary). 

Councillor Deborah Roberts, Chair- 
man of the South Cambridgeshire Dis- 
trict Crime & Disorder Partnership 
Group said, “This important award il- 
lustrates what communities can do for 
themselves. It helps improve the qual- 
ity of life for residents in South Cam- 
bridgeshire and ultimately reduces crime 
and disorder in rural areas”. 


“Last year the award was only open 
to villages who were part of our Safer 
Villages Initiative - this year we’ve 
opened it up to everyone in South Cam- 
bridgeshire and entries of crime busting 
initiatives of all kinds are now invited.” 


Rob Mills, Community Safety Of- 
ficer at South Cambridgeshire District 
Council commented, “Whatever you've 
done to cut down crime and disorder, 
we want to hear about it and raise 
awareness of your efforts to other vil- 
lages. It could be a successful Neigh- 
bourhood Watch Scheme, the involve- 
ment of the Parish Council in commu- 
nity action, school projects, the provi- 
sion of youth facilities, the efforts of the 
various cadets and scouts organisations 
in the area, or even the work of a parish 
newsletter. No project is too big or too 
small to be considered.” 


Entries will take the form of a writ- 
ten explanation of the project and judg- 
ing will be by a panel in September, cul- 
minating in an award ceremony to be 
held at the Marshall Group of Compa- 
nies, Newmarket Road on Thursday 7th 
October. 


First prize is £500, to be re-invested 
in a community safety project, and a 


display in the village. Two runners-up 
will receive a presentation certificate. 

To recognise the endeavours of each 
community in the field of crime reduc- 
tion and community safety a display of 
work will be held at the awards cer- 
emony and then circulated to venues 
throughout the district.

Bat Chat 


At this time of year 
Ray many of us go for 
wildlife gentle walks in the late 
CAMBRIDGESHIRE| SUIMINCr Cvenings, of- 
ten accompanied by a 
cloud of midges and if we're lucky, 
the swooping and circling of bats. 
These much maligned creatures 
get a very bad press, conjuring up 
images of blood sucking, lip smack- 
ing vampire bats causing many to run 
screaming in terror. 
However, the only bats even 
vaguely fitting this description live 
in South and Central America and 


& even then they prefer to feed from 


cattle or birds than nasty tasting hu- 

mans. In fact, in their swooping 

flight, our bats are eating the midges 

and biting flies that do actually suck 
our blood! 

Another 

widespread 

belief — sur- 

rounding bats is 

that they are blind. 

People often accuse others of being 

‘blind as a bat’, when in fact bats can 

see quite well. They need their eye- 

sight to make sure it is dark enough 

for them to leave their roost and also 

to see round inside the roost. Their 

eyesight is thus suited to low levels 

of light and they cannot distinguish 

colour, so how about ‘as colour blind 

as a bat?’ 

Bats find their way around in the 
dark and locate flying insects by 
echo-location, or rather by giving a 
loud short shout and listening to all 
the echoes bouncing back and not- 
ing how quickly they return. The 
echo from a tasty moth fluttering a 
few feet away will return faster and 
louder than that from a far building. 
If after the next 'shout' the moth echo 
has changed, the bat will know this 
is a flying insect and therefore, din- 
ner. 

The Wildlife Trust is organising 
several 'bat events' throughout July 
and August, so if you would like to 
learn more about bats and other wild- 
life or would like to know how to 
join, please phone 01223 712400. 
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August is the peak time for holi- 
days so make sure your property is 
secure and ask a neighbour to keep 
an eye on it. Don’t forget to cancel 
the milk and paper deliveries. Make 
especially sure that garages and gar- 
den sheds are properly secured. 

‘Distraction’ burglaries are on the 
increase in Cambridgeshire. The only 
way that this kind of burglary can 
succeed is if you let people into your 
home. No matter how plausible don’t 


let anyone into your 
home unless you are 
sure that they are genu- 
ine. Bona fide callers 
will understand and wait 
whilst you are making checks. Re- 
member that ID cards are easily 
faked.
